Until further
review i s possible, informati on regardi ng buffers avail abl e
fromthe Lower Platte South Natural Resources District, the
Nat ural Resources Conservation Service and the U S. Arny
Corps of Engineers will be used as a general guideline for
revi ew.

Until nore specific guidelines are established, buffer width
should, as a mninmum be determ ned according to the U.S.
Arny Corps of Engi neers formula which has been i ncorporated
into the draft recommendati ons for the Stormwater Basin

Pl anning Project: mninmumbuffer w dth equals the channel
bottomw dth plus 60 feet plus six tines the channel depth.

B. Representatives of the applicant agree that the
comercial area should not be indicated next to the park and
that the Subarea Plan map be anended to designate that 800
feet east of South 27'" Street, north of Yankee Hi ||l Road
and south of Porter Park remain as agriculture at the
present tine.
